'street. This report is verified by W. P. Gilmore, son of 
Mrs. Adolph Rable, following the stabbing five times, this 
morning, by her former husband. 


When police reached the home of the probably fatally 


wounded woman, half an hour after it was reported at 
headquarters, and were directed to the home of Mrs. P. 
Blaine, at 496 Pearl street, where the husband lived, they 
found his lifeless body lying face downward on the floor. 
Although at first it was believed he had committed suicide, 
the absence of marks of violence on his body or evidence 
of his having taken poison, caused police to believe that 
death resulted from heart trouble. 


OLATHE, Kansas, Sept. 21.—Bert 


Dudley, an ex-convict, who was con- 
victed of mhrdering Henry Muller 
and his wife near here, was taken 
from the Johnson county jail early 
today by an armed mob and lynched. 
Dudley was a white man. The mob 
came 'to the jail shortly after mid- 
night and forcibly took the prisoner. 
He was strung up to a telegraph 
pole. Peeling against Dudley has 


been running high since the murder 
of the Mailers on August 20.

bing. The two were unable to get along together, and some months ago 
the wife filed suit for divorce. During the trial of the case he made some 
startling charges against his mate. It is said that she admitted having 
been caught in a room with a man known as Rumsey, daring the hearing. 
The husband stated that this was one of the reasons that he did not like 
to have her keep boarders. 
Walter Peltier, while collecting accounts for his grocery this morning, 


was the first to learn of (he serious condition of Mrs. Rable, when hs> stop- 
ped at her home on a business call. She requested him to call a physician, 
and he immediately called Dr. E. G. Weadock. The latter stated that two 
of the wounds put her life in a precarious condition, but that she might 
survive unless pneumonia set in. Three more wounds were found on the 
risht side, one under the collar bone and the remaining two in the breast. 


Mrs O J. Klingler of 480 Pearl street, stated that Mr. Rable visited 


her home abont 5:30 o'clock this morning, and seemed to be highly escit- 
ed. He continually talked of trouble irfth his divorced wire ana repeat- 
edly stated to her husband that he intended to kill her. 


'Taking from his pocket a document sent him by his former wife's at- 


torney, he asked Mrs. Klingler to read it. She stated that it notified him 
that the alimony was due Mrs. Rable. "I want my wife to live with roe 
and I will kill her before I will pay her alimony," he said, according to 
Mrs. Klingler. 
Members of the Klingler family tried to calm him, bat were unsuccess- 


ful in their attempts. 
He remained in the Klingler home for abont two 


hours and seemed to be growing more excited as he rambled on in an in- 
sane sort of way in regard to his trouble. Attempts to side-track him from 
this subject were of no avail.

water in a seml-consolons condition, and went to his home on Pearl street. 
On regaining consciousness, she summoned her str*qgth and manage* to 
make her way to her home, about ten blocks away. She stated that sh« 
was forced to rest several times on the way because of her weakened con- 
ditlon, due to the loss Of blood.
